THE KILLING OF BARRUNDIA. 


The President Sends in the Correspondence 
on the Affair. 

WASHINGTON, December 5.--The president to- 
day transmitted to the house the correspondence 
growing out of the killing of General Barrundia by 
Guatemalan officers on board the Pacific Mail 
steamer “Acapulco,” in the port of San Jose de 
Guatemala. The correspondence was called for 
byaresolution of September 24th, last. ‘ Secre- 
tary Blaine, in his letter, laying the correspon- 
dence before the president, says it will be observed 
that the last report of Minister Mizner contains 
matter essential to a full and accurate under- 
standing of the case, and was dated September 
23d,and not received at the department until 
October 9th, several days after the adjournment 
of congress. The correspondence consists of ten 
enclosures, the first of which was a telegram from 
Minister Mizner to Mr. Biaine dated August 28th, 
and the last letter from Mr. Blaine to Mizner, 
dated November 18th, announcing that he 
can see no justification for Mizner’s 
course; that this government disavows his action 
and directing him to turn over the affairs of the 
legation to Mr. Kimberly’s charge and to return 
to the United States. 

In Mizner's tirst letter to Mr. Blaine, dated 
August 2th, he quotes the communi- 
cation to Captain Pitts, dated the 
2th, statiug that Guatemala, like any other 
nation, has the right to arresta person on a neu- 
tral ship in its own waters, m time of war, for any 
cause deemed an offense under international law. 
In a later telegram to Captain Pitts, timed 10:30 
o’clock p. m., Mizner says: 

“If vour ship is within one league of the 
territory of - Guatemala and yon have 
on board General Barrundia it becomes your duty, 
under the law of nations, to deliver him to the 
authorities of Guatemala upon their demand, 
allegations having been made to this legation 
that Barrundia was hostile to and an enemy to 
this republic. Guarantees have been made to me 
by this government that his life shall not be in 
danger or any punishment inflicted upon 
him other than fer the causes charged, 

The guarantees of Barrundia’s persgnal safety, 
Mizner says, were at his request promised the 
night before by the president. Subsequentiy he 
received a telegram from Commander Reiter, of 
the navy, acknowledging Guatemala’s right over 
the steamer, and requesting the minister to obtain 
permission from the government to return Bar- 
rundia to Mexico in the Thetis. 

The minister of foreign relations positively de- 
clined to accede to this request. 

All the cireusnstances and Barrundia’s well- 
known hostility to the republic and attempted in- 
vasion from Mexico, Mizner says, § de- 
cided his course, and he _ accordingly, in 
response to the request for written and 
not telecraphic orders, sent Captain 
Pitts a letter advising the captain to submit to the 
arrest of his passenger. The following day Com- 
mander Reiter telegraphed Barrundia’s death 
while resisting arrest. 

The minister then continues: ‘The minister of 
foreign relations informed me yesterday that 
Barrundia feared violence from the mob on 
account of his many cruelties, when secretary of 
war under Barrios, rather thanany serious pun- 
ishment by the government, and that he was se- 
cretiy buried forthe same reasons. The minister, 
however, said the government could have pio- 
tected him from violence.”’ 

On August 28th Commander George Reiter dis- 
atched to the navy department his report of the 
sarrundia affair. It is in harmony in its prelimi- 

naries with Mizner’s report.

THE BUSINESS REPORT. 


Report of Dun & Co., on the Week's 
Trade. 

NEW YORK, December 5.—The weekly circular 
of R. G. Dun & Co. says: The stringency in com- 
mercial loans, noticed last week as the chief cause 
of the present disturbance, is now almost the only 
remaining cause. The intluence of European 
troubles has passed. The Bank of England has 
reduced its rate to5 per cent, gaining $3,565,000 
gold for the week, and the Bank of France $1,230,- 
000 gold. 

Foreign commerce is heavily in favor of this 
country. While imports at New York for Novem- 
ber exceed last year’s, which were unusually light, 
by 12 per cent, the increase in exports here has 
been 514 per cent, though last year’s were remark- 
ably heavy, 80 that the excess of exports for 
the month was probably over $30,000,000, 
Thus no pressure of the difficulty should 
now be felt. here, if foreign influence only were 
operative. 

In domestic affairs there has been a distinct im- 

rovement in the disposition of banks and money 
enders to give necessary support to legitimate 
business, curtailing speculative advances as far as 
possible. This wiser disposition is shown not 
only in much larger issues of clearing honse cer- 
tificates and larger loans here, but in dipatches 
from many other places. 

The volume of trade is still surprisingly heavy, 
and clearing house exchanges and railroad earn- 
ings and returns from many centers of trade are 
larger than ever before at this season. The legiti- 
mate business of the country should soon recover 
its nominal state of health. 

Reports from other lines show that the cheap- 
ness of cotton at the south and the delay of 
winter weather at the north have somewhat re- 
duced transactivns and caused more tardiness in 
collections than heretofore, but colder weather 
and the approach of the holiday season already 
begin to have a favorable effect at many 
points. The general volume of trade throughout 
the country, is so heavy, that with the advance of 
7% per cehtin prices since a year ago, larger 
supplies of money are absorbed. The amount 
of currency in circulation is now 
over $1,504,000,000, being $87,000,000 larger than a 

ear ago. The treasury has taken in about 

2,400,000 more than it has paid out for the past 
week. 

Pig iron is rather weaker in tone, and numerous 
furnaces are likely to go out of blast if prices 
yield further. The demands for finished products 
of iron and steel are less than 2 month ago, and 
rails are weak with scanty sales. 

Woolen manufacturers are moving with caution. 
Labor troubles are very few, and the industry of 
the country is reinarkably well employed at fair 


wares.

AN ERRING WIFE’S GREAT WRATH

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., December 5.—[Special.] 
There was a sensational scene in the passenger 
Station here, caused by a deserted husband 
catching up with his eloping wife and her 
lover. 

Several days ago Mrs. Columbus Willianis, 
wife of a prominept citizen of Bibb county, 
Alabama, left home, and her husband soon 
learned that she had eloped with James Keith, 
aneighbor. Mr, and Mrs Williams had been 
married eighteen years, and he was ngt going 
to give his wife up without a struggle. 

THE GUILTY PAIR. 

He came to this city, and this morning met 
his wife and Keith in the depot, where they 
were going to take a train for Atlanta. At 
the sight of Williams, Keith took to his heels 
and escaped. Mrs. Williams turned on her 
husband and abused him at a terrible rate for 
interfering with her happiness. A policeman 
and a reporter carhe up—the first to make the 
woman keep quiet and the latter to get an in- 
terview. 


SHE DREW HER PISTOL. 

Mrs. Williams drew a pistol and attempted 
to shoot both the reporter and the officer. She 
was taken to the station house, but was re- 
leased on her promise to keep quiet and 
return home. Again the reporter tried to 
get an interview, and again Mrs. 
Williams reached for her pistol, which she 
carried in a hand-satchel. The reporter es- 
caped, but secured no interview.

While Williams was out looking for Keith 
his wife took a train east, saying she was going 
to her relatives in Georgia. The couple have 
several children and are well-to-do country 
people. Mrs. Williams said her husband had 
not been kind to her lately, and she liked Mr, 
Keith better any way.

Ra.Leian, N. C., December 5.—-[Special.]—A very 
remarkable trial ended here today in the United 
States circuit court. 

George H. Sinith, a laborer in a brewery at 
Bolton, England, sued Mrs. Mary E. Smith and 
her children, of Wilmington, N. C., for real estate 
in the latter city, worth 360,000, alleging that he 
was the son of ‘Thomas H. Smith, an English ship 
captain ; that the latter married a woman named 
Massa, who was called by him indiscriminately 
Ellen or Bridget, and that this woman was sent 
back to England in 1861, at the outbreak of the 
civil war, with her two chiidren, of whom he was 
one.

| THE THIRD PARTY. 


THE GREAT QUESTION LOOMING UP 
IN OCALA. 


THE KNIGHTS AND THE FARMERS. 


Their Leaders Negotiating Upon Terms 
Which May Mean United Political Ac- 
tion and a Ticket in 1892. 


QcaLa, Fla., December 5.—[Special.]|—This 
has been a day of business in the alliance con- 
vention. 

The investigation committee has reported, 
the St. Louis platform has been reaflirmed, 
and the officers have been elected. 

All of importance that remains is the dispo- 
sition of the financial question, and the third 
party question. 

There may be considerable discussion on the 
financial questions, for it involves both the 
subtreasury plan and the land loan idea, but 
the disposition of the third party question 
seems to be in sight, and it’s a eompromise. 
The nature of the compromise was set forth in 
Dr, Macune’s speech this morning, and it is 
understood that the suggestion it contained 
will be adopted in the form of a resolution. 

Dr. Macune’s Keport. 

*Dr. C. W. Macune, chairman of the national 
executive committee, submitted his annual report 
of the work accomplished by that body during the 
past year. It referred at length to the work of the 
committee in having the subtreasury bill drawn 
and presented to congress. The chairman said 
that the committee’s mission in this particular 
was virtually ended, because the alliance had 
elected forty congreesmen,+who would look after 
pushing the billthrough the national legislature. 
In a short time, he said, the members of congress 
will pass this bill. If not willingly, then by com- 
promise. The report recommended the 
recluction of the salaries of all 
nationalalliance officers and tie removal from 
Washington city of the national alliance presi- 
dent's office, inasmuch as the retention of it there 
entails an expense not commensurate with its 
usefulness. 

Dr. Macune also took particular pains to im- 
press upon the delegates that during the past 
year the chairman of the executive committee 
lad not been engaged in lobbying for alliance 
measures, but had relied always upon the merits 
of the bills and the moral power and intinence 
which stood behind them. At the conciusion of 
the reading of the report, Dr. Macune addressed 
the convention gpon the policy of the alliance, and 
especially with reference to its position upon 
leading public measures, and its attitude toward 
the deinocratic and republican parties in future 
political contests. 

After adjournment of the forenoon session, Dr. 
Maeune guve out the following report of his 
utterances upon the third party ~ ago 3 

“[ told the delegates that the people in the 
southern states were not prepared to embark in & 


delegates to this convention; that the people of 
some western and northwestern states had already 
embarked iti the movement and considered that 
thé prosperity of the order demanded 
some action of that kind to sustain them in their 
efforts.

and state organizations during the coming year. 
When the great convention meets, said delegates 
will come there with authority and instructions 
from their people. If their people decide in favor 
of independent party action, it will prevail, If 
not, the cause will still be benefited by the con- 
ference, and there will be a_ better 
understanding of the objects which the labor 
organizations are seeking to achieve. This is the 
basis of all I recommended, but it has taken a 
— hold upon them, and will satisfy both 
sides. 
It is But a Temporary Victory. 

While this is a temporary victory for the 
southern delegates, who oppose independent 
political action, it puts the matter in a shape 
which may ultimately give the western in- 
dependents the victory. If the convention of 1892 


tion will come up, not before the Farmers’ Allli- 
ance, with an assured mrjority against independ- 
ent action, but before a composite body made up 
of delegates from the Farmers’ Alliance, Knights 
of Labor, farmers’ mutual benefit associations, 
trades unions, the grange and all the organiza- 
tions of producers. This body will represent a 
total constituency of something like double the 
membership of the Farmers’ Alliance, if the 
colored alliance should go in, as they are likely to 
do. Their 750,000 votes, the 900,000 votes of the 
trades unions and the Knights of Labor, and the 
300,000 votes of the other farmers’ organizations, 
will make more than a majority of the whole pro- 
ducers, organizations represented in the covention. 

In that state of affairs the 
southern members of the Farmers’ 
Alliance, separated from their western brethern, 
would be ina hopeless minority. This is a con- 
tingency which must be faced for itis not only 
possible but probable, if the call for the conven- 
tion be issued. 

Mr. T. V. Powderly,with A. W. Wright and John 
W. Hayes, are here as a fraternal committee from 
the Knights of Labor, and are at this time ad- 
dressing the alliance. Their business here is to 
confer withthe alliance on the formation of a 
third party, composed of all the industrial or- 
ganizations of the country, and they will ask the 
farmers to appoint a committee of conference. 
The knights are for a convention next February, a 
year earlier than the date suggested by Dr. Ma- 
cune, and Powderly’s} committee comes clothed 
with almost plenary power to act for the Knights 
of Labor. 

Mr. Powderly Talks. 

Tonight Mr. Powderly was shown the above 
Synopsis of Dr. Macune’s speech, and was 
asked what he had to say on the subject. 
After reading it over deliberately, he took up the 
mIninutes of the knights’ Denver convention, and 
turned to the report of the committee on inde- 
pendent political action, which he read as follows: 

“It is a conceded fact, by every thoughtful 
mind, that most Of the objects set forth in the 
preamble of the Knights of Labor, can only be se- 
cured by independent political action; therefore, 
your committee recommend that the grand master 
workman correspond with the chief officers of 
other industrial and reform organizations, with a 
view to the holding of anational reform industrial 
conference on the basis of the platform adopted 
at the St. Louis conference of 1890, the conference 
to be had at as early a date as possible, so that a 
solid and harmonious union of the industrial and 
reform forces of the country may be consum- 
mated, that willenact the principals of our pre- 
amble into statutory law.”’ 

On the first view it seems that aunion between 
all the sons of toil, whether on the farm or in the 
shop, is the most natural thing inthe world, and 
that in the natural order of events, it is inevitable. 
But when we examine the principles held by the 
two leading organizations, the Farmers’ Alliance 
and the Knights of Labor, the road is not quite 
clear to their ; ment ona political platform 
after they have got together in convention.

Rice’s Rampant Speech, 


One of the most remarkable performances of 
the week occurred last night, when 
G. F. Rice, the third. party  leacer, 
got up tospeak in behalf of the Mississippi Levee 
Association. which he represents here, After 
talking tive minutes about the river, he jumped 
onthe republican party like a peccary upona 
snake. 

. *No man,” said he, “honors it more for what it 
has donein the past than I do. It restored the 
government and freed the slaves, and for this I 
give it honor. Time and unlimited patronage 
have corrupted it until its only ambition now is 
for loaves and fishes. It-originated in the highest 
impulses of human liberty, but now it has fallen 
from its high estate, and has. become a 
prowling plunderer. It professes religion, but is 
an infidel. It professes freedom, but is -a-treach- 
erous tyrant. it professes virtue, and is a pros- 
titute. It professes honesty and is athief. It is 
a gigantic conspiracy to erect a moneyed impe- 
rialism on the ruins of free institutions. If the 
south will go into this third party, getin the 
saddle, march to Richmond. I will meet it with 
squadrons from the northwest, and we will wipe 
the money power from the face of the earth.” 

The Macune idea. 

As an offset to the western idea, the middtic 
course marked out by Dr. Macune’s speech, I give 
the... Views of President Polk and Colonel 
Livingston, representing the sonthern wing of the 
allianee. 

Colonel Livingston says: 

‘It is believed in the souththat, when the demo- 
cratic and republican parties find out our strength, 
they will yield to our demands withouta fight. I 
confess I cannot imagine any condition by which 
the republican party would get the southern all- 
iance yote. Ican understand how the demoeratic 
party, with low taxes and the adoption of our other 
principles, could get oursupport. Thedemoctatic 
party is changing rapidly in its ideas about our 
jlatform. They will come to fear us in the 

fty-second congress more than ever before. 
The demoeratic party will be on trial in that con- 
grees. The alliance stands just where Jefferson 
and Webster and Calhoun and Lincoln and 
Seward and Sumner stood. Lincoln was just as 
thoroughly opposed to monopoly as the alliance is 
today. We do not hope to break down either 
party, but hope and expect that done or both 
parties will see the necessity of coming to our 
relief. I believe the democratic platform of 1892 
will inelude all the planks of our St. Louis plat- 
form of 1889.” 

President Polk Talks. 


President Polk said: 

“The thread of public opiniou among the masses 
is evidently in the direction of independent 
political action. Whether such sentiment 
is to..be. fermuiated ve 
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country. The people believe they have 
ceived to false issues which have been pressed with 
great vigor, particularly by party leaders for the 
past twenty-five years. They are investigating 
the situation for themselves with great earnest- 
ness, and they have concluded that their chief 
evil is in the financial system of the government. 
There is a universal demand for financial re- 
form, by which all classes and interests are to 
secure justice at the hands of government in the 
matter of the issue and distribution of currency. 
They are scrutinizing closely the history of the 
two political parties for twenty-five years on this 
subject, and And that the great leaders, and, in- 
deed, the platforms of the parties, have run in 
paraliel lines on the question of finance. If this 
course shall be persisted in, as evidenced by the 
last campaign, it will add very greatly in precipi- 
tating this grea. issue, and that the 
se le, distrustful of the sincerity of the 
pont oad will rally under one banner, 
and their slogan will be _ financialg re- 
form. The great economic questions which con- 
front the people, and agitate the public mind, 
seen: to have been studiously avoided by the 
political speakers of both parties in the past 
campaign, except where we forced free discus- 
sion, and this, in the face of the fact that never in 
the history ef the country has there been such an 
urgent deinand on party leaders and congress for 
reform in this direction. Under our form of gov- 
ernment, where free discussion is encouraged. 
the people naturally depend on the prominent 
men in politics. If they shall have just cause to 
distrurt the fidelity of these men to their interest, 
and to suspect that they are in the interest of the 
monopolistic power of the country, it 
is natural they should withdraw their 
confidence. I am free to say that we are 
rapidly approaching that point, and there is no 
disposition on the part of these leaders and of the 
money power to make any concessions whatever 
to the demands of the people. The conflict is, 
therefore, not only prokable, but inevitable be- 
tween the people and the money power, uniess 
there be a change in the policy of the government 
as administered by the party leaders today. In 
fact, the wealth producers and all industrial 
classes feel that we have more of a party than a 
popular government. This being the feeling 
among the great masses, it is not wondered at 
that the great leading papers are watching the 
developments as to the third party 
movement. Our organization, as such, can 
no more endorse the third party than they, 
can the democratic or the republican party, 
but stillitis true the people composing these organ- 
izations are being rapidly educated to the absolute 
necessity of bold and determined action. Whether 
this indication is to result in. a party movement 
I cannot say. I simply give you .the signs of the 
times, and you must judge for yourself.

At the morning session of the National Alliance 
Colonel L. F. Livingston, of Georgia, from the 
committee on organization made the report which 
is to furnish the basis for an ultimate union be- 
tween the National Farmers Alliance and in- 
dusirial Union and the Farimers Mutual benefit 
Association, which is an organization with a 
large membership in the western states. 

The report was explained at length by Chairman

Atlanta and Her Critics. 

The esteemed Savannah News has dis- 
covered that Atlanta contributed less to the 
fund for the relief of the Johnstown sufferers 
than Savannah did. The information comes 
to our contemporary direct, and seems to 
have completely unsettled its nerves. The 
result is—an editorial in which the editor la- 
bors to prove that the people of Atlanta are 
an uncharitable set, not given to good deeds 
to any great extent. 

We will not quarrel with our contemporary 
for that statement. It is not worth the 
words. Itseems tobe the desire of The 
News to find fault with Atlanta, but the 
reason for this is apparent to all. Atlanta 
may have fallen behind Savannah in this 
Johnstown affair, but that does not prove 
that her people are uncharitable and not 
given to good works. Atlanta’s record is 
before the world, and the world approves it. 

The chief complaint of our contemporary 
is that Atlanta is for Atlanta first. This is 
true, and the magnificent city which has 
been built by her citizens provesit. Why 
not profit by Atlanta’s example and build up 
Savannah a little? The city can stand it, 
and while it may be ina flourishing condi- 
tion, there is great room for improvement. 
Why not leave Atlanta to the unalloyed en- 
joyment of her fame, and go to work for Sa- 
vannah? 

Atlanta has always been first to advocate 
and push to successful completion the best 
enterprises and institutions of the state, and 
every mile on the pathway of southern prog- 
ress is marked with the record of her unsel- 
fish and patriotic work. 
time, she has not neglected her own inter- 
ests, and it is because of this that she is 
envied of other cities. 

Let The News take a new start and go to 
work for Savannah. The space devoted to 
ungenerous criticisms of Atlanta and her 
people would be better employed in placing 
the interests of Savannah before the country. 
Suppose you make the experiment? 

Caused by the Force Bill. 

A short time ago, when the subject of the 
force bill came upin a group of talkers, a 
gentleman remarked that one result of the 
bill was the widespread publication of statis- 
tics concerning the south and its resources, 

This is undoubtedly true. Petitions 
against the bill were sent to congress last 
summer from various northern cities, and in 
these petitions the millions of dollars in- 
vested by northern men in the south were 
stated in round numbers. Philadelphia, for 
instance, claimed that she had $15,000,000 
invested in the south, and on that account, 
as well as for other good reasons, she pro- 
tested against a measure calculated to im- 
pair her investments. Then questions were 
asked as to the nature of the enterprises in 
the south which had attracted so much 
northern capital. The replies to these in- 
quiries brought out many interesting facts 
and figures showing that the south was 
rapidly growing rich. Numerous manuals 
and pamphlets were printed to satisfy the 
demand for southern information, and it is 
safe to say that the views of the south enter- 
tained by the average northerner six months 
ago have since that time undergone a great 
change. 

The well-informed people of the north 
now believe that in the near future the south 
will be the richest section of the union. Par- 
tisan leaders may be willing to interfere 
with the progress of the rising south, but 
the American people, who rightly regard 
business as a bigger and more profitable 
thing than sectional politics, cannot be per- 
suaded to endorse the bayonet election law. 

The story of the development of southern 
resources has stirred up a vigorous opposi- 
tion to the force bill. throughout the north 
and west. Politicians may threaten ruin if 
they cannot rule, but the people of this 
country are not willing to strike a blow ata 
land whose wealth promises to benefit every 
quarter of the republic. 


A Great Lawyer Gone. 

The death in New York of Judge W. S. 
Chisholm, of Savannah, deprives the bar of 
one of its brightest ornaments. 

Judge Chisholm was a member of the law 
firm of Chisholm, Erwin and DuBignon—a 
firm intrusted with the business of several 
of the largest corporations in the south. His 
distinguished ability was everywhere recog- 
nized, and Senator Evarts once said of him 
that he was the ablest lawyer he had ever 
met before the federal supreme court. 

The dead man leaves behind him a 
splendid record and a stainless name. His 
loss will be sincerely mourned, not only by 
those who were near to him, and by the legal 
profession, but throughout Georgia. 


The Congressional Silver Pool. 

In regard to the Dockery resolution, 
touched on in our dispatches of yesterday, 
asking for an investigation into certain 
charges made in western hewspapers, it is 
quite safe to predict that it will not be 
pushed as vigorously as it might be. The 
eharges are to the effect that certain sena- 
tors and representatives, taking advantage of 
their inside knowledge of the prospects of 
the silver bill that was passed during the last 
session, entered into a pool, bought silver at 
a low price and sold it out fora profit aver- 
aging many millions. 

Mr, Dockery’s bill is supposed tobe for 
the purpose of probing this matter to the 
bottom. It is hinted, however, that the res- 
olution of investigation will be allowed to 
slumber for awhile. It seems that, without 
knowing it, Mr. Dockery has been playing 
with dynamite, anda too free use of his 
tamping rod would cause a tremendous ex- 
plosion, It seems that as soon as Mr. Dock- 
ery brought his resolution before the house 
he got all the inside facts he wanted to know.

facts. Hediscovered that some of his dear 
friends were mixed up in the business. The 
members of the pool stumbled over each 
other in their efforts to get to Mr, Dockery 
and tell him all about it. 

To say that he was grieved and astonished 
would hardly express the real condition of 
his feelings. He was shocked and alarmed. 
According to all accounts, the silver pool, in 
which many senators and representatives 
had nice soft places, bought options on 
40,000,000 of ounces, the product of our 
mines for eight months. The pvools—there 
were three or four of these beautiful ma- 
chines at work—made about $8,000,000 out 
of the passage of the silver bill. 

We shall watch Mr. _Dockery’s resolution 
of investigation with interest. 


Edward Atkinson’s Remedy. 

It is now a well-settled fact that during 
two months of tle year—the crop-moving 
season—the country needs more money than 
during the remaining ten months. 

-The disbursement of money from the 
treasury for the purchase of bonds is not an 
adequate remedy, and the national banks no 
longer increase their circulation in stringent 
times, as they did ten or twelve years ago, 
because the high prices of the bonds which 
are the basis of the circulation stand in the 
way. 

Mr. Edward Atkinsou proposes the issue 
of ‘‘convertible bank notes or other instru- 
ments of credit’’ to be used as ‘‘a symbol of 
the product or capital which is in process of 
movement, to be redeemed when the prothict 
enters into consumption.’’ This system 
would not inflate the currency; it would 
only temporarily add to it for two or three 
months in the year when it is most needed. 

The merits of this suggestion will doubt- 
less be discussed by our statesmen. Mr. 
Atkinson is a conservative thinker and a 
student of financial and economic problems. 
When such a man admits that the present 
volume of currency does not supply the de- 
mands of business at one season of the year, 
and advises an expansive currency, it goes to 
show that the Farmers’ Alliance is by no 
means unreasonable in making financial re- 
form the slogan for the future. 

The-money monopolists will find it im- 
possible to prove that with only $22 per 
capita our people can satisfactorily transact 
business requiring about $50 per capita. 
They may sneer at our farmers, but what 
have they to say to Mr. Atkinson? 


The Republican Quarrel. 

In the midst of the hurly-burly it is well 
to call attention te an interesting cat fight 
now going on among the republicans over 
the McKinley tariff law. The storm center 
1s in the west, with high winds and a low 
barometer extending into the northwest and 
over a large section of country. 

Some of the most prominent western re- 
publicans, who were prepared to swallow the 
McKinley law, or any other law, in the 
event of republican success, are not so rank 
in their partisanship that they do not clearly 
understand and appreciate the verdict of the 
people. They perceive that if the McKinley 
law is to remain as it is and the force bill to 
be adopted—if the people are to be robbed 
by one and aggravated by the other—the 
revolution which was recorded at the polls 
on the 4thof November, will take on larger 
proportions, and result in sweeping the re- 
publican party out of existence, especially 
in. the wéeakgind northwest, where the Peters 
are beginning to understand the (jkr 
wardness of high tariff bills. jae 

Meantime, another section of the party, 
including such portions of the administra- 


swearing by cross and by piles that the 
McKinley law shall stand, and that the 
force bill shall be enacted intoalaw. Es- 
sentially, the fight is between the narrow- 
minded and bigoted east, and the _ broader- 
minded west. The republicans of the east 
are led by such men as Hoar and Quay, and 
such men cannot get beyond the limita- 
tions of their unscrupulous partisanship. 

It is a very pretty fight as it stands, and 
the result of it will be an overwhelming dem- 
ocratic victory in 1892 unless some -unfor- 
seen complications arise. 


More Money for the Navy. 

Secretary Tracy is determined that the 
standing joke on the American navy shall 
be annihilated. Some years ago the joke on 
the navy enjoyed wide popularity, but it was 
at a time when we had no navy to speak of, 
and when congress seemed to ignore the fact 
that a navy was a necessity. 

But since that time large appropriations 
have been made for battle ships, and our 
navy presents a more formidable appearance. 
Much good work in this line was done ‘by ex- 
Secretary Whitney, and it must be said for 
the present secretary that he has also ac- 
complished good work since he assumed the 
duties of the office. : 

But when is the navy to be completed? 
At least, when will it be sufficiently strong { 
to make further large appropriations un- 
necessary? Already the naval appropriations 
amount to $30,000,000, nine millions - more 
than the appropriations for the German 
navy, and Secretary Tracy is erying for 
more. He advocates increased appropria- 
tions; he wants twelve more battle ships, 
and wants them right away. 

* It is well to have a good navy; it may be 
useful in case of an emergency. But there 
is no need to be extravagant. Secretary 
Tracy is unnecessarily alarmed. The people. 
are groaning under the burdens of heavy ap- 
propriations for other purposes.’ The navy 
has not been slighted; it has had its ‘full 
share, and should have in the future.. But 
it may be made a burden to the people, who 
now have more than they can bear con- 
veniently. ! 

By all means, let us keep the navy up; 
but let us not drain the treasury fo do it. 
Secretary Tracy wants to make a record in 
his department, but he can do that without 
the great extravagance he advocates. He 
has done very well already, and the navy is 
doing very well. But he shouldn’t tax the 
country so heavily to support it. His figures 
are entirely too large and will evoke a geri- 
eral protest. 

If we could divide this pension business a 
little we could see our way clear to appro- 
priations for other purposes. But even then 
it would not do to let the navy capture the 
treasury. Itshould have a limit, as well as 
everything else.

The formal contract for Henry M. Stanley’s 
lecture in Atlanta was signed yesterday between 
the Young Men’s Library Association and Major 
J.B. Pond, of New York, Mr. Stanley’s agent. 

The greatest of living explorers will lecture in 
Atlanta, at DeGive’s opera house, on Wednesday 


‘night, April ist, under the auspices of the library, 


which is to recélve a portion of the proceeds 
derived from the lecture. The contract was 
signed for the library by President W. M. Slaton. 

The lecture will be the event of the coming year, 
and itis highly probable that the proceeds from 
it will amount to more than has ever before been 
taken in at one entertainment at the opera house. 
It will be the society event of the year, and no 
doubt hundreds will come to Atlanta from the 
neighboring cities to see and hear the man who 
has been. talked of for the past few years probably 
more than any living.man, and whose services 
have attracted the attention of the whole world. 

Atlanta is the only city between New York and 
Baitimore in which Mr. Stanley will lecture.

JUDGE CHISHOLM DEAD 


THE END OF A LIFE OF GREAT 
USEFULNESS. 


Death Comes to That Eminent Lawyer 
While in New York—The Funeral 
in Savannah,

Judge W. S. Chisholm died in New York 
yesterday morning. | : 

The news of that sad event was received 
here during the morning, and many and sin- 
cere were the expressions of sorrow heard on 
all sides. 

For some days his dangerous illness has been 
known to his friends in Georgia, and a fatal 
termination was feared. Heart disease was 
the immediate cause of the death, which oc- 
curred shortly after 6 o’clock yésterday morn- 
ing. Mrs. Chisholm and her sons were with 
Judge Chisholm during his iast hours. 

Tne following telegram, announcing the 
death of Judge Chisholm, was received yes- 
terday by Captain Howell from Colonel M. J.

SOMETHING OF HIS LIFE. 

Judge Chisholm was in his fifty-fifth year. He 
was born in Macon. The family soon afterward 
took up its residence in Columbus, and from there 
the four boys—W. S. Chisholm, Dr. T. B. Chisholm, 
W. W. Chisholm, and J. B. Chisholm—all went to 
Savannah in 1848. ‘The first three remained there, 
but Mr. J. B. Chisholm removed to Thomasville, 
wheroa he is now an influential citizen. 

Judge Chisholm graduated from the State Uni- 
versity in Athens, the second in a class of 
more than usual ability. He then studied 
law with Law & Bartow, of Savannah, and 
was admitted to the Savannah bar. He first 
formed a partnership with Julian Hartridge, 
continued until the death of the latter. He then 
formed another partnership with R. G. Erwin, in 
which F. G. duBignon became a member a year 
ago. 

In September, 1863, he was elected 
judge of the city court of Savannah 
He remained in that position until 1878, the longest 
term of any city court judge. During those fif-§ 
teen years he made an enviable judicial record. 
But one of his decisions was reversed by the su- 
preme court, andin that he was eventually sus- 
tained. 

At the outbreak of the late war Judge Chisholm 
organized the Savannah Cadets, and became 
the company’s first captain. The condition of his 
health prevented hig going into active service and 
he was placed at the head of the military examin- 
ing bvuard, with the title of captain. He wasa 
zealous supporter of the confederate cause, and 
it was mainly through his exertions that the 
Cadets were organized and equipped and sent to 
the scene of conflict. F 

In February, 1860, he married Miss Eliza Ander- 
son, daughter of Mr. John W. Anderson, of Sa- 
vannah. His wife and five children survive him. 

About twelve years ago Judge Chisholm became 
legal adviser for Mr. H. B. Plant, and since then 
has been continuously in service as counsel for 
the several immense enterprises controlled 
by him. The firmof Chisholm, Erwin & du- 
Bignon, of which he was the head, is 
engaged as general  counse) for the Plant 
system. Judge Chistolm was first vice president 
of the Plant Investment Company; vice president 
of the Savannah, Florida and Western ‘Railway 
Company ; managing trustee of the Southern Ex- 
press Company; director in the Central, Rich- 
mond Terminal, the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroads, and the Ocean Steamship Com- 
pany;and president of the Alabama Midland 
railroad. 

Judge Chisholm’s residence in Savannah 
was at Whitaker and Gaston streets. Forthe 
past seven years the duties of his position in re- 


lation to the Plant system andthe Southern Ex- 
press Company had compelled him to residé the

A DAY 1N ATLANTA. 


The courtmartial over at the adjutant general’s 
office brings up the subject of courts martial in 
general and the difference between them is— 
peace courts and those held in times of war. 

A case in point was related yesterday by a gen- 
tleman who lives near the spot where the decision 
of the court was carried out. 

During a charge in one of the bloody battles 
around Atlanta, in 1864, fifteen men disobeyed 
orders and refused to enter the action. 

They were tried by courtmartial, and General 
John B. Hood, commanding officer, presided. 
They were sentenced to be shot, which sentence 
was immediately executed, and fifteen confeder- 
ate soldiers perished ignomoniously by the hands 
of their comrades. 


The statement in yesterday’s CONSTITUTION that 
this is the first courtmartial held in many years 
was a mistake. : 

Within the past year there have been two cases 
tried by courtmartial in the volunteer service. 

The first was that of a private in the Brunswick 
Rifles. He was with his company at the Augusta 
encampment and was guilty of some act which 
brought upon hima sentence from his captain, 
which was to carry wood, as a punishment 
for the offense. He grew angry and cursed 
the captain and conducted himself in such a 
manner that he was reported to the higher officers 
and a courtmartial ordered. 

The sentence was dismissal from the service, 
which decision has only recently been affirr — 

The other case is th t of a negro captain in 
DeVaux’s Savannah Battalion. The charge against 
him was conduct unbecoming an officer, and the 
specification was a plain case of stealing. 

He was suspended for six months, and the case 
is still under consideration by the higher officers. 


Colonel John 8. Candler occupies a most pecu- 


| liar position in the present courtmartial. 


He is by appointment judge advocate general of 
the volunteer military of Georgia. In this capac- 
ity the decisions of all courts martial are sent up 
to him for review and affirmation. 

Qn the other hand, he is judge advocate 
of the present courtmartial, and in that capacity 
is prosecuting attorney for the state in these 
cases. 

So, it follows that after presenting the cases to 
the court their decision is sent up to the adjutant 
general,and from him passed back to Colonel 
Candler as judge advocate general: And en banc 
any point at issue goes from him to the court and 
back to himself again for final settlement. 

But his legal skill and familiarity with military 
law enabled him to present the case in its proper 
light and to settle all points of law with prompti- 
tude and dispatch. 

Why, it has been asked, is the term “courtmar- 
tial’ used in connection with trials for failure to 


perform road duty? 

An intercsting explanation is furnished by an 
old ‘citizen. 

‘‘Because,”’ he says, ‘‘previous to the war a man 
might take his choice between military duty and 
road duty, and the road overseer was called a 
‘captain.” When he ordered his men out, in his 
district, to work the public roads, and they re- 
fused, or disobeyed orders after they were set to 
work, they became subject to ‘courtmartial.’”’ 

A remnant of this old order of things still 
exists, and courts martial still occur in the rural 
districts.

railroads and telegraph lines by the national gov- 
ernment. 

Colonel Livingston opposed this, and offered as 
a compromise measure,a resolution providing 
that liberty to control and operate all such lines 
shall vest in the government, and if, aftera fair 
trial of this system, it is found that it does not 
afford the relief demanded, or effect reforms in 
the management of them, government ownership 
shall be complete.. This was adopted, after some 
discussion. 

A UNANIMOUS ADOPTION. 

Mr. Wade, of Tennessee, offered an additional 
amendment that every alliance lecturer, 
state and national, and all newspaper 
organs of the alliance shail support the 
St. Louis and Ocala platforms (amended plat- 
forms), or suffer suspension from the order; and 
further, that no candidate for any national polit- 
ical oftiee sha!l be supported by alliance members 
unless he endorses this platform, and any sub- 
alliance not complying with these restrictions 
may be suspended at pleasure of the president. This 
was also adopted, and the whole platform as 
amended was adopted unanimously upon a call of 
the roll by states. 

POWDERLY SPEAKS. 

In his speech tonight, Mr. Powderly said that it 
was time for the lawyers to step 
aside and give the farmers a_e chance, 
as wellasthe merchants and laborers. He was 
speaking only for himself individually, but if it 
was the general sentiment for all producing, in- 
dustrial and laboring organizations to stand to- 
gether in 1892, and to vote together, he would ‘‘be 
there,” and would shoulder his gun and go into 
the hottest of the fight. 

PROTEST AGAINST THE CONGER BILL. 

The negro alliance today wired their protest 
against the Conger compound lard bill to Senator 
Paddock. The subject will probably come up in 
the Farmers’ Alliance tomorrow. 

Colonel Livingston Soothes the Press. 

Colonel Livingston, of Georgia, read a com- 
munication from the press representative, recit- 
ing the fact that the alliance press committee was 
not affording adequate facilities for securing cor- 
rect and prompt information of the proceedings, 
and respectfully asking that W. 8. McAllister, of 
Mississippi, and Henry C. Demming, of Pennsyl- 
Vania, be appointed as such committee, with 
authority to exercise their judgment in the matter 
of giving news. Colonel Livingston took the 
floor in advocacy of this request, and it was 
promptly acceded to. Subsequently the press 
representatives passed a format vote of thanks to 
Colone) Livingston. 

Livingston the Recognized Leader. 

Colonel! Livingston is the recognized leader of 
the alliance, and his opinion may be taken as 
substantially defining the political position of the 
southern alliancemen. 

What the Colored Men Did. 

At the forenoon meeting of the National Colored 
Alliance, the following amended resolution was 
unanimously adopted : 

“Resolved, That we, del 8 attending the 
National Colored Farmers’ Alliance, do hereby, in 
meeting assembled at Ocala, urge upon congress 
to pass the Lodge election bill, and let it apply to 
all sections of these United States.”’ 

The principal change from yesterday’s resolu- 
tion is the elimination of the paragraph criticising 
and denouncing the white national alliance for its 
action. 

Representative Sweeney Is Full of Infor- 
mation. 

WASHINGTON, December 5.—Representative J. 
H. Sweeney, of Iowa, today sent to Representa- 
tive Pickler, of South Dakota, who is at present 
at the meeting of the Farmers’ Alliance, at Ocala, 
Fla.: “Iam credibly informed that instruction 
to procure the passage by your assembly of the 
resolution opposing the election bill was tele- 
graphed from the capitol here to Florida by dem- 
ocratic senators several hours before the resolu- 
tion was reported to your assembly.” 

Mr. Sweeney, while declining to give the names 
of the senators alluded to, expressed his readiness 
to testify before any committee desiring to inves- 
tigate the matter.

The act is to po into effect upon the expiration 
of the term of the present commissioner of agri- 
culture. 

“There are a nuinber of reasons for the intro- 
duction of the bill,’ said Senator Vincent. *‘in the 
first place, the disbursaments of the department 
are greater than the income. In the 
second place the blessings and benefits of the de- 
partment are entirely t.heoretical. The great body 
of farmers derive no be nefit fromthe department. 
Those that do profit joy its existence could get 
more information, and get it cheaper, from any 
good agricultural paper or magazine. The great 
alliance organization has aroused the farmers 
upon the subject of edu cation. 

“Then it is said that all the other states have 
such a department—tha t state pride demands we 
should haveone. We ought to go siow on that 
state pride business—don’t pay too deariy for it. 
Some of the must prominent states in the union 
have no such departme:nt; three of which num- 
ber, if I remember correctiy, are New York 
Missouri and Texas. 

“1 do not accuse the officials of the department 
of any eae pe recog of funds or any neglect 
of duty—only contend that it is a useless expend- 
iture of money to foster it. It would be more 
profitable to appropriate this money to some 
other purpose; to the common school fund, for in- 
stance.

THE ELLINGTON BILL. 

The Ellington fertilizer bill passed the senate 
yesterday, practically without opposition. 

The bill provides: 

“That, from and after the passage of this act, it 
shall be lawful for any purchaser of fertilizers 
from any owner thereof, or agent of such owner, 
to require of the person selling, and, at the time 
of the sale or delivery, to take from each sack of 

e lot sold a sample of its contents. 

“That said samples so taken shall be mixed to- 
gether and placed in a bottle, jar or such other 
receptacle as the purchaser may present. It shall 
then be the duty of such purchaser and seller to 
deliver said package to the ordinary of the county, 
who shall label san:e with the names of the 
parties, and of the fei tilizer. 

“That said ordinary shall safely keep said pack- 
age, allowing neithei party accessto the same, 
save as hereinafter provided. 

“Sec. 4. Be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, That should said purchaser, after 
having used such fertilizer upon his crops, have 
reason to believe, fro1a the yield thereof, that said 
fertilizer was totally or partially worthless, he 
shall notify the seller and apply to the ordinary to 
forward the said sam ples deposited with him (or a 
sufficiency thereof to insure a fair analysis) to the 
state chemist, without stating the names of the 
parties, the name of the fertilizer or giving its 
guaranteed analysis, the cost of sending being 
prepaid by purchaser. 

“That it shall be the duty of said state chemist 

to analyze and send a copy of the result to said 
ordinary. 
g@* That should said analysis show that said fer- 
tilizer comes up to the guaranteed analysis upon 
which it is sold, thei. the statement, so sent by the 
state chemist, shall be conclusive evidence against 
a plea of partial or total failure of consideration. 
But should said analysis show that such fertilizer 
does not come up to the guaranteed analysis, then 
the sale shall be illegal, null and void, and when 
suit is brought upon any evidence of indebtedness 
given for such fertilizer, the statement of such 
chemist, so transmitted to the ordinary, shall be 
conclusive evidence of the facts, whether such ev- 
idence of indebtedness is held by an innocent third 
party or not. ; 

“That in lieu of the state chemist, should the 
parties tothe contract agree upon some other 
chemist to make said analysis, all the provisions 
of this act shall apply to his analysis and report to 
the ordinary. , 

“That should the seller refuse to take said sam- 


_ples, when so requested by the purchaser, then, 


upon proof of the fact, the purchaser shall be en- 
titled to his plea of failure of consideration, and 
to support the same by peor of the want of effect 
and benefit of said fertilizer upon his crops,which 
proof shall be sufficient to authorize the jury to 
sustain defendant’s viet, either in whole or in 

art. whether said suit is brought by an innocent 
folder or not.”

‘This bill protect’ both seller and buyer, and is 
the fairest effective measure we have been abic to 
devise.” 

Senator Callaway said : 

“The bill contains no new principle. . Its .prin- 
ciples are already law. The bill simply carries 
out, effectively I believe, the present law. 
ought to pass.”’ ; 

Senator Smith, of the twenty-eighth, spoke in 
favor of the bill. Se did Senator Lane. So did 
Senator Eason. 

Senator (rill said: 

“The bill really don’t go far enough. It is said 
that when the fertilizer is not what it was sold 
for, the seller ought still to get pay for What the 
fertilizer is really worth. 

“So far from that being true, the 
fariner ought to have ground for 
damages. He has lost time and money in, trying 
to cultivate his crops with a bogus cultivator. He 
sustains an actual damage by the use of it, and 
the bill ought to entitle him to recover for it. 

“But this is the fairest bill we have ever been 
offered, and I am heartily in favor of it.” 

senator Patton said: 

“I am strongly in favor of the principle of 
‘equal rights toall and special privileges to none.’ 
Every other class of merchants is held responsible 
by the law, that their goods are what they are sold 
for. I think this class of merchants should be re- 
sponsible in the same way.” 

Senator Nunnally spoke in favor of the bill. 

“One troulje,” said he, “has béeen the re- 
sacking of the guano left over from one 
season to another on the hands ofthe agent. This 
deteriorated fertilizer is sold with the tags put on 
the sacks the year before. This bill will guard 
the farmers against that practice.”

SENATOR TODD'S BILLS. 

Senator Todd's bill goes to substantiate his 
favorite expression that he don’t believe in 
“whipping the devi! around the stump.” 

Some general bills and more local bills come up 
every legislature, intended to protect the farmer 
against having his cocton stolen. 

The most sweeping measure of this kind that 
eould well be devised wasintroduced yesterday by 
Senator Todd. Itis **to prevent the sale of cot- 
ton, in the seed or limt, without the consent of the 
owner of the land upon which the cotton is 
raised.” Itisa misc'emeanor to buy, as well as 
to sell, without this written consent. 

Senator Todd introduced another bill at the 
Same time to prevent the combination of express 
or insurance compares made to defeat or lessen 
competition. 

WAGES EXEMPT FROM GARNISHMENT. 

Senator Johnson, of the thirty-ninth, intro- 
duced an important bill yesterday. It is a code 
amendment, section 3554, to make only one-hatf of 
the daily. weekly or monthly wages of journey- 
men. mechanics and day laborers exempt from 
garnishiment.

Judge Kontz Says that Recorder and Audi- 
tor Should Be Two, 

Hon. E. C. Kontz, auditor and recorder, wants 
the two offices separated. 

And in a lengthy paper, addressed to the mayor 
and general council, he assigns some mighty good 
reasons for the request. 

“Since March last,” says vagal bes , “when my 
official term began, I have as wder tried about 
9,000 cases—in nine nenths exceeding the whole 
number for last year—adaily average of about 
forty.

There are other good scenes, and the dialogue 
contains same bright passares. 

In the “straight” 
business he shows the effect of long connection 
with melodrama, but in the engine house scene he 
is true to the life. He received many marks of 
approval from the audience. Mrs. Sol Smith was 
excellentin the fole of the mother. The Doc

M. J. Gallagher were two populur personages, 
for the roles were in excellent hands. The cast 
as a whole is suiticiently strony to give the playa 
faithful interpretation, and the big audience last 
night seemed well pleased.
